Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner contacted applicant's representative, Mr. Helmreich, 
to discuss the structures recited in claims 1,16, 23, 27, and 30, specifically to clarify the structures of the base unit, the 
metacarpal unit, and the hinge system and as well as all anteceden basis. The Examiner suggested Mr. Helmreich 
would prepare a supplemental amendment making the changes, discussed. On April 28, 2008, the Examiner brought 
to Mr. Helmreich's attention the Kevlar composite material recited in claims 4 & 18. As the result, Mr. Helmreich 
authorized Examiner's Amendment to change the term Kevlar composite material to "aramid fiber" in the claims and as 
well as in the specification .
